At the same time many millions of | 
dollars have accrued to the farmers in | 
the Canadian northwest, where wheat 
prices have jumped 42 cents a bushel, 
as against nearly 30 cents a bushel in 
the United States. 

This advance has brought about an 
emphatic reversal of conditions in 
agricultural districts and is reflected 
in general business iwth a more chveé-| 
ful tone everywhere. 


New Life in Speculation. 

Six weeks ago speculative trading 
on the Board of Trade was around 
20,000,000 bushels a day. Wednesday 
it reached the highest since May 1, | 
1923, with ah aggregate of more than | 
110,000,000 bushels of all grains, of 
which 69,000,000 bushels were wheat 
for future delivery. ; 

There has been no such revival in 
the grain trade for years in so short a 
time. Commission houses practically 
deserted a few months ago are now 
filled with interested buyers who have 
become impressed by the wondetful 
change in the world’s wheat situation. 

Foreigners are said to have bought 
upwards of 25,000,000 bushels of wheat 
futures in Chicago and Winnipeg 
within a short time. July wheat, 
which sold at $1.03% on June 3, 
touched $1.30% yesterday, gaining 4% 
cents for the day, while Winnipeg 
was up to $1.4)%, an advance of 4% 


Big Jump in Corn. 

July corn has advanced from 78 
cents to $1.13 in the same time and 
cash No. 2 yellow corn brought $1.16% 
in Chicago yesterday, the highest in 
several years, is corn is scarce in all 
terminal markets. Oats sold at 61% 
cents and are up 10 cents of late, and 
rye brought 87 cents, a gain of 20 
cents a bushel in the same time. 

December corn, representing the 
new crop which will be harvested this 
fall, sold at 71% cents on June 9, and 
was 94% cents at the finish yester- 
day, which on the prospective erop 
of 2,515,000,000 bushels for the country 
theoretically added over $500,000,000 
to the farmers’ bank accounts.

Reliable Agencies 
Remove the Risks 
of Child Adoption 


BY DORIS BLAKE. 


“In children’s institutions are thou- 
sands of homeless youngsters who 
should be given the privilege of fam- 
ily homes, either by adoption or other- 
wise,” say C. V. William in a current 
health publication. 

These children, Mr. Williams ex- 
plains, may be well cared for from 
a physical standpoint, but an institu- 
tion can never meet their needs prop- 
erly. The matron may be kind and 
considerate, but who can mother fifty 
children? Long detention of normal 
children in ingtitutions is harmful. It 
tends to dwarf individuality. They 
have an infinite lomging for folks of 
their own and for the parental care 
that can be found only in God’s insti- 
tution—the family. 

“Some of these children are un- 
speakably lonely and feel they can 
never be happy again,” he _ writes. 
“Heart hungry. children present a 
pathetic picture. There are also in th* 


country thousands of childless families. | 


In many of these homes is a great 
longing for the love of a child. There. 
may be an empty chair or unused toys 
which remind of a child’s prattle no 
longer heard. Or a dog or a cat may 
have been brought in to take a child’s 
place, but pets can never satisfy the 
deeper longings. 
~~ 

“Bring together these lonely chil- 
dren and these childless families,” Mr. 
Williams pleads, “and the blessings 
to family and child are reciprocal. The 
child rejoices that he has found a 
mother and a father; the parents that 
they have acquired a great blessing 
and responsibility in the care of a 
child whose future will depend on the 
environment they create.” . 

For the benefit of families that fear 
to adopt a child in case it may inherit 
some mental or physical disability, the 
writer recommends the aid of respon- 
sible child placing agencies. These or- 
ganizations have developed a_ scien- 
tific technique and their work is highly 
specialized. Information concerning 
standardizing child placing agencies 
may be secured through the Federal 
Children’s bureau at Washington, or 
through the Child Welfare League of 
America in New York. Families will- 
ing to receive children into their 
homes need no longer depend on un- 
reliable or irfexperienced individuals, 
in view of the fact that service is 
available, through these organizations, 
for practically every part of the cdun- 
try. The family history of the child 
may be obtained and the probability 
of transmissible physical or mental de- 
fects determined. 

oe 

There are agencies that assume no 
responsibility for the protection of 
either the child or. the family. There 
are individuals, under the guise of op- 
erating a children’s gency, our in- 
formant reports, who carry on a traffic 
in children. For a financial consider- 
ation they will find a home for the 
baby. The columns of the préss are 
used by some who want to give their 
children away and by persons who 
want to secure children for adoption, 
but the facts as recited concerning 
them are often far from accurate. 

Some of the. adoptions thus consum- 
mated are satisfactory, but unfortu- 
nately haphazard, irresponsible adop- 
tions have on frequent occasions led 
to consequences that were unantici- 
pated. Children of different racial de- 
scent have caused great embarrass- 
ment. in some homes.. Feeble minded 
and epileptic children have been pldced 
with families who discovered later it 
was. impossible ,to secure an annul- 
meant of the adoption /Ohio, Minnesota, 
Georgia, Virginia, and Michigan make 
possible the annulment of undesirable 
adoptions. The adoption law in these 
states requires a six months’ trial
